1. Call to Order 
Dean Singer called the meeting to order at 9:17 a.m. 
2. Approval of the Agenda

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OPEN SESSION 


Remarks from the Dean and Vice-Deans 


Dean Singer reported that: 


The Faculty’s full-time faculty hiring was continuing and at the present date 16 tenure- 
track candidates had signed for a total of 46 hires over the past two years. 

The department chairs had been meeting to finalize an extension of the academic 
planning for the next three years. Dr. Singer hoped that the Faculty would have hired 
100 tenure-track faculty members at the end of the 2002 academic year. 

Enrolments seemed to be up by about 6%, though our program enrolments seem to be 
dropping. We still have over 11,000 students enrolled in our programs. 

The Capital Campaign had surpassed the fifty-five million dollar mark. However, the 
level of giving by our faculty is about 30% while 60% of the faculty at McGill have 
pledged to their campaign. Dr. Singer issued a challenge pledge to all our 
departments; he would donate $100 per year for the rest of his term to any department 
where the full-time faculty members’ level of participation was 75% or higher. He 
noted that the Departments of Psychology and Religion had already reach this level of 
participation. 

The second round of administrative computers would be going out to departments 
shortly. Andrew McAusiand’s academic technology unit would be in charge of this 
distribution. 


Vice-Dean Roy reported that: 


Our CFI application had received $2.5 million dollars, a matching amount from 
Quebec and one million dollars from BioChem Pharma. He was also very pleased to 
announce that we had received 78% of the amount requested while the national 
average was only 52%. 

Our SSHRC success rate has not been very good, compared to either the national or 
the provincial rate. 

SSHRC has decided to put additional funding into universities’ institutional grants; 
Concordia University will receive just over $100,000 in 1999/2000. These funds are 
designated for newly-hired faculty who are in their first six years at the rank of 
assistant professor. The university was clarifying the exact usage of these funds and 
Dr. Roy would get the money distributed as quickly as possible. 

The Faculty has improved travel funds for faculty members and especially increased 
international travel from a $450 supplement every second year available only to 
SSHRC faculty to a $500 supplement every year for all facuity members. 


Vice-Dean Shaver reported that: 


She received a few nominations for Valedictorian and would be following those up. 
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Vice-Dean Murphy reported that: 
- Will be sending the promotional brochures back to departments to be proofread and 


returned to his office. 
- During June he would be putting together three thematic brochures. 


7. Questions and Announcements 


Dr. Bil) Bukowski informed Council that Dr. Donna White had passed away and a 
memorial service would be held that afternoon. Council observed a minute of silence in 
memory of Professor White. 


Dr. Mcintosh informed Council that he had been refused funding by the FRDP 
committee because he had not applied for external funding. He did not feel that that 
requirement should be a criteria to received FRDP funding. 


Dr. Roy responded that the reason for this requirement was the extreme financial 
limitation that the Faculty was working with. FRDP is an irregular granting 
process and should not be seen in the same light as SSHRC or NSERC. He 
added that FRDP funds actually come from a percentage of the external funding 
the University (and Faculty) receive. 


Dr. Teffeteller announced that Dr. Paul Widdows, Professor Emeritus in her department 
had passed away. She was pleased, though, to inform Council that Dr. Widdow's 
collection of books and critical works had been donated to the department. The 
department was organizing an annual public fecture in his name.
